ANGLICAN CHURCH LAW 
RESPECTING MARRIAGES 


Bishop Dart, of British Columbia, 
Declares Unions Embraced in 
Table of Prohibited Degreés Un- 
lawful... Criticizes Civil Law Per. 
mitting Marriage with Deceased 
Wife's Sister. 


New Westminster, B.C., Feb. 13.- 
The law of the Chureh of England in 
regard to marriage was clearly enun- 
ciated by His Lordship Bishop Dart, 
of British Columbia, in an eloquent 
address before the Anglican Synod. 
His Lordship dealt with the question 
of marriage with a deceased wife's 
sister, It was pointed out that such 
unions were unlawful and the con- 
tracting parties thereby lost all right 
to partake of Holy Communion. The 
canons of the church could not be vio 
lated. They were based on serip- 
tural authority. 

His Lordship said in part: “I de- 
sire to refer to a topic which has late 
ly been a subject of some discussion 
in England and Canada; the Cristian 
law ot. marriage as declared in the 
table of prohibited degrees. Althoug! 
the table is bound up in ovr praye: 
book, it yet seems desirable that 1 
should speak about it plainly, The 
Christian law of marriage is certainly 
a matter of primary importance. Al: 
will admit that jit is the duty of th 
church to enunciate and observe i 
as it is revealed in Holy Scripture. 

“The ‘catalogue of marriages which 
are forbidden is not an exhaustive one 
but the principles which underlie th 
prohibitions are quite clear. | These 
reyealed to the Christian church the 
divine will and the Christian marriag: 
law is frauied in acoerdanee witl 
them, Two points may be observe: 
with regard to the prohibitions ii 
Leviticus. First, the case is alway 
started from the man's side, as in thy 
ten commandments, so that whateve 
is forbidden to the man is inferential 
ly forbidden to the woman, Certain) 
our religion requires that the mar 
riage law should be equally applied t 
both sexes Under Christianity wo- 
man has been placed in a position o 
personal equality with man, so tha 
marriages expressly forbidden to 
man are likewise expressly forbidden 
within the same degree, to a woman, 

Catalogue of Prohibitions. 

“The second point is that, as regard 
marriage, affinity is equivalent to con 
sanguinity Examples found it 
Leviticus, seven relating to the forme 
and six to the latter. It is obviou 
that all these are examples and not a 
exhaustive catalogue of all unlawfu 
unions. This catalogue may be easily 
framed by analogy and by taking al 
the converse cases. It is not a plea 
sant subject for consideration, but it 
is one that has been persistently fore 
ed upon us, For instance, it is not 
expressly said that a man may not 
marry his daughter. But it is said 
expressly that a man may not marry 
his mother. From this we infer eon- 
versely that a mother may not nmiarry 
her son and by analogy that a father 
may not marry his daughter. Nor is 
it expressly stated that a man may 
not marry his niece, but it is stated 
that a man may not marry his aunt, 
Conversely a woman may not marry 
her nephew and by analogy a mat 
may not marry his niece. So again 
@ man may not marry his brother’: 
wile, from which we infer that a wo 
man may not marry her husband’ 
brother and by analogy a man may 
not marry his wife’s sister. Thu 
wife’s sister *has become his _ sister 
By carrying out these plain inference 
and analogies the table of forbidden 
degrees was drawn up by Archbishoy 
in 1565. 

How Law is Binding 

“It imposed no new — prohibitions 
but merely declared plainly those 
which had always prevailed Every 
prohibition which is not expressly 
stated in Levitious deduced from 
chapter 18, as I have shown, by ne 
cessary interefence and analogy. It 
must be said that the eastern church 
bears unanimous testimony from the 
earliest recorded times to the unlaw- 
fulness of a union with a deceased 
wife’s sister. The reformers of the 
sixteenth century, Luther and others, 
bore witness to the same effect The 
Ohureh of England at the Reforma- 
tion simply adhered to the vule of 
Scripture The dispensing power 
claimed by Rome loosened the moral 
hold of the law upon men’s con- 
sciences by seeming to reduce it to a 
mere matter of ecclesiastical diseip- 
line. The very fact that a dispensa- 
tion is considered necessary 18 yet a 
witness to the law. The law of Eng- 
land, as we all know, like the law of 
has been made to diverga 
irom the law of the ehureh throughout 
the Anglican communion, but that 
law still remains and is binding upon 
all her members. One good — eonse- 
quence we may hope will result from 
the unhappy change of the statute 
law of the mother-country, It will 
emphasize the fact that the law of the 
church is distinct from the law. of 
the state and show ce cisively that il 
is not subject to alteration by the 
sivil power. 

Cannot Override Law. 

“If it be said that some who 
tract these unions are in other 
yects estimable people, we are bound 
to point out that if such be the 
their example in this particular ?Pes- 
pect is likely to be the more pernl 
cious. Leaders in schism and advo 
vates of false doctrines may also be 
estimable people, yet me vertheless we 
are bound \p guard against heresy and 
schism If it be said that a strict ob 
of the law is likely to bring 
and upon innocent 
we can best reply that thls 
ease is no exception to thé rule by 
which the mistakes of the 
fathers are visited upon them Wwe 
cannot alter the law on account of the 
grief possibly entailed by its violation 

“It remains for me to show that the 
law of the church in this diocese and 
in the Dominion is perfectly in 
cordance with the law of the chureh 
throughout the world Our canons 
upon the subject are very clear and 
definite The ninth canon of the 
diocese, based on the well known 
canon of the Church of England which 
was promulgated in 1608, reads thus 
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Wili Not Enforce Natal Act.

ister of some other religious body in 
wder to enter into a contract positive ly 
orbidden by the church, they have 
practically declared that they have 
seceded from its communion Ni 
clergyman who would be faithful te 
ris vows and obedient to his bishop, 
yuld admit such persons to the Lord's 
Supper.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person tho sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain = con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ecani on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transacticn are re- 
ceived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority 
daim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
in individual until that application has 
been disposed of. 

Where an entey is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
wedings the applicant for cancelation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinguish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment, 

Duties.—A settler is required’ to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ng plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
ind cultivation of the land in each year 
luring the term of three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
wres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
Juint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) 1f the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
ywned solely by him, not less than eighty 
80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
lence duties by living with the father 
for mother). 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the 
oreceding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in the measureinent, 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention, 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Doim- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
an annual rental of $1 per acre. Not 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
ollected on the merchantable coal min- 
ed, 

Quartz.--A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral 
in pluce, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
‘aim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof, When $500 has 
heen expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur- 
hase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides fof the payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per cont. on the 
sales. 

Placer wining claims generally are 100 
feet aquare; entry fee $5, revewable year- 
ly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles eac h fora 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 


‘iomestead.

Rn, B. Chadwick, who was recently 
appointed organizer of the provineial 
reformatory, and industrial school for 
Alberta, returned to the city on Wed- 
nesday from an extended trip to East- 
ern Canada and the United States, 
where he has been examining the sys- 
tems in vogue in the different indus- 
trial schools. He has prepared an ex- 
tensive report on the question of a re- 
formatory for Alberta, where boys of 
criminal tendencies may be properly 
trained and disciplined and yet mot 
suffer from the contaminating influ- 
ences of prison life, The report,whieh 
includes several suggestions as to the 
best methods to be adopted in the 
establishment of a reformatory, will 
be presented to the executive of the 
Alberta government this week. While 
in the east Mr. Chadwick visited over 
thirty reformatories, boys’ schools and 
institutes, ineludiing the following:

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THE BANK CLEARINGS. 
Toronto Shows Big Falling Off—Other 
Centres Give Increase. 


Winnipeg, Man., Feb. 14.—The Bank 
clearings for the week ending Feb, 13 
for the principal financial centres of 
the Dominion show a decrease of nearly 
three millions as compared with the 
same week last year, the figures being 
1907, $67,999,399; 1908, $65,007,859. Little 
however, of this loss is traceable to the 
west, the Winnipeg figures being prac- 
tically stationary while Bdmonton and 
Calgary fairly well hold their own, The 
bulk of the loss is at Toronto, totalling 
neatly four millions and accounted for 
by the industrial depression. Smaller 
losses ave recorded at Halifax, Hamil- 
ton, St. John, Ottawa and London. The 
middle weeks of February are generally 
regarded as the dullest in the winter 
and on the whole the situation in finan- 
cial matters, shows a welcome gain of 
one and one third millions and substan- 
tial gains are reported at Quebec, Van- 
couver and Victoria, the returns from 
coast towns showing that trade is pick- 
ing up fast. Aitogether were it not for 
the poor showing of Toronto the general 
situation might be regarded as one of 
improvement The influence of the 
spring trade will make itself felt by the 
end of the month.
